Former Liberal 
chairman pleads 
guilty to fraud 


O Charges stem from spending scandal that erupted last year 
O Crown lawyer says crimes spanned five years, beginning June 2005 


A one-time chairman of Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s Liberal caucus was involved in 
a “scheme” where he falsified his 
legislature expense claims over sev¬ 
eral years, the Crown said yesterday 
after Dave Wilson pleaded guilty 
for his role in the province’s spend¬ 
ing scandal. 

Wilson, 55, sat silently in court 
and without expression after plead¬ 
ing guilty to charges of fraud, utter¬ 
ing forged documents and breach 
of trust. He is the first to be con¬ 
victed in a scandal that crossed par¬ 
ty lines and shook the foundations 
of Nova Scotia’s political estab¬ 
lishment. 

He also didn’t speak outside 
court, but his lawyer said Wilson 
will make a statement when he is 
sentenced on Jan. 25. 

Wilson was charged earlier this 
year after a nine-month RCMP

investigation into the constituency 
allowance spending of four provin¬ 
cial politicians. 

He was charged with 31 counts 
of uttering forged documents and 
one count each of fraud and breach 
of trust. The Crown and defence 
agreed yesterday to consolidate Wil- 


son’s 31 counts of uttering forged 
documents into a single charge. 

“We’re alleging this was an ongo¬ 
ing scheme,” Crown lawyer 
Andrew Macdonald said outside 
provincial court. 

“The scheme related to expense 
claims filed by Mr. Wilson which 
were false ... expenses he alleged 
were incurred as a member of the 
legislative assembly.” 

Macdonald said an agreed state¬ 
ment of facts to be presented at 
Wilson’s sentencing hearing will 
shed more light on the nature and 
extent of his crimes. The prosecu¬ 
tor wouldn’t comment on whether 
he will be seeking jail time or finan¬ 
cial restitution, but said such 
offences are particularly serious 
when they’re committed by peo¬ 
ple who commit to public life.

Nova Scotia is still heading 
for a deficit, but it’s a slight¬ 
ly smaller deficit than pre¬ 
dicted in April.

Troops trained in

A Canadian soldier who 
was in Afghanistan when a 
member of his section was 
fatally shot at Kandahar Air¬ 
field in 2007 says everyone 
in the group had been giv¬ 
en extensive weapons safe¬ 
ty training. 

Sgt. Nathan Crosby was 
on the stand yesterday at 
the court martial of former 
reservist Matthew Wilcox, 
who is charged in the death 
of Cpl. Kevin Megeney. 

Crosby, who was a mas¬ 
ter corporal at the time of 
the incident, said everyone 
in the section of 10 soldiers 
was thoroughly briefed on 
weapons handling before 
leaving Canada and again 
on arrival in theatre in De¬ 
cember 2006. 

“Everyone was aware of 
orders regarding unloading 
of weapons at the end of 
the day,” Crosby said. 

He testified that verbal 
directives and standing or¬ 
ders made it clear that their 
9-mm pistols and C7 rifles 
were to be unloaded and 
stored in lockers when they 
were in personal quarters. 

Wilcox, of Glace Bay, has 
pleaded not guilty to crimi¬ 
nal negligence causing 
death and negligent per¬ 
formance of a military duty 
in Megeney’s death. 


Wilcox was sentenced to 
four years in prison and 
kicked out of the military 
after he was found guilty of 
the two charges in 2009. 
The verdict was set aside 
last year by the Court Mar¬ 
tial Appeal Court of Canada 
and a new trial ordered af¬ 


ter his lawyers argued the 
makeup of a military jury 
was unfair. 

Megeney, 25, of Stellar- 
ton, died in a military hos¬ 
pital on March 6, 2007, 
after being shot in a tent he 
shared with Wilcox.

far from the B.C. boundaiy, 
said Hopley was arrested 
nearby. 

Police offered few details 
of the arrest, which came 
two days after Kienan was 
mysteriously returned to 
his home in the middle of 
the night.

The bystanders had to act 
quickly. A motorcyclist 
had just collided with a car 
and was pinned beneath 
the flaming wreckage. 

Disregarding their own 
safety, they lined up on 
one side of the car. And 
slowly, they managed to 
lift the roughly 4,000- 
pound car just high 
enough for one rescuer to 
pull Brandon Wright to 
safety. 

They are being called 
“heroes” and “angels” — 
their few minutes of hero¬ 
ics were captured on video 
and has gone viral on the 
Internet. 

“I’m just very thankful 
for everyone that helped 
me out,” Wright told The 
Associated Press by tele¬ 
phone from his hospital 
bed. “They saved my life.” 

Most of those who 
helped then scattered. 

“Every one of those peo¬ 
ple put their lives in dan¬ 
ger,” assistant police Chief 
Jeff Curtis said, adding that 
“you can only speculate 


what the outcome would 
have been if they hadn’t 
lifted that car.” 

At a hospital news con¬ 
ference yesterday, 

Wright’s uncle, Tyler Rig¬ 
gs, recounted what Wright 
told his family about Mon¬ 
day’s accident. 

The crash happened 
near Utah State University 
in Logan, north of Salt 
Lake City. Wright was 
headed to study at a com¬ 
puter lab, Riggs said. The 
BMW was pulling out of a 
parking lot. 

Tire and skid marks on 
the highway showed that 
Wright laid the bike down 
and slid along the road be¬ 
fore colliding with the car, 
Curtis said. 

Riggs said Wright tried 
to protect himself by lay¬ 
ing his bike down. 

The bike hit the car's 
hood and bounced to the 
ground, while Wright, 
who was not wearing hel¬ 
met, slid under the car and 
then both vehicles burst 
into flames, Curtis said.

The video, shot by uni¬ 
versity staffer Chris Garff 
who had seen the smoke, 
shows a crowd gathering 
around the burning wreck¬ 
age as flames shoot into 
the air. 

Some of the rescuers are 
wearing construction hel¬ 
mets and safety vests, oth¬ 
ers sport school backpacks 
and at least one police offi¬ 
cer is in the crowd. They 
quickly place their hands 
on the car and start to rock 
it until it tilts up. 

Once the car is on its 
wheels, a construction 
worker in a hardhat and a 
lime green T-shirt can be 
seen dragging a spread-ea¬ 
gled Wright from under 
the car. 

Two officers then move 
in with a fire extinguisher. 


A few minutes pass before 
paramedics start to pro¬ 
vide Wright with medical 
care. It’s unclear whether 
they had just arrived or 
whether they were waiting 
for the scene to be de¬ 
clared safe. 

Riggs said Wright re¬ 
membered details from 
the crash and told his fam¬ 
ily that he felt scared and 
could see and feel the 
flames. 

“He remembers being 
under the car, spitting up 
blood and not being able 
to talk,” Riggs said. 

Riggs said Wright has 
not seen the video of the 
rescue. 

Despite not wearing a 
helmet, Riggs said, Wright 
had suffered no head trau¬ 
ma. 

However, Wright does 
have two broken legs, a 
broken pelvis, road rash, 
burns on his left foot and 
abrasions to his forehead. 
The hospital said Wright 
was in satisfactory condi¬ 
tion.

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U.S. banks 
must show 
breakup 
plan 

The largest U.S. banks will 
be required to show regu¬ 
lators how they would 
break up and sell off their 
assets if they are in danger 
of failing. 

The Federal Deposit In¬ 
surance Corp. voted 3-0 
yesterday to approve the 
rules, which were mandat¬ 
ed under the financial 
overhaul passed by 
Congress last year. They 
are designed to reduce the 
chances of another 
government bailout of 
Wall Street banks in the 
event of another financial 
crisis. 

The rules require banks 
with $50 billion US or 
more in assets to submit 
so-called living wills to the 
FDIC, the Federal Reserve 
and the Financial Stability 
Oversight Council and 
send revised plans annual-

Among the banks 
affected are Bank of Amer¬ 
ica Corp., Citigroup Inc., 
Goldman Sachs Group Inc. 
and JPMorgan Chase & Co.

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Canada’s rich-poor gap 
widening faster than peers’ 


Canada is rapidly catching 
up to the United States as a 
country divided between 
haves and have-nots, ac¬ 
cording to a study issued 
yesterday by the Confer¬ 
ence Board. 

The Conference Board 
says income inequality has 
been rising more in Canada 
than in the United States 
since the mid-1990s, and 


faster than in many peer 
countries. 

In fact, the think-tank 
says Canada had the fourth- 
largest increase in income 
disparity among a sample 
group of 17 advanced 
economies in the period be¬ 
tween the mid-1990s and 
the late 2000s. 

“Even though the U.S. 
currently has the largest 


rich-poor income gap 
among these countries, the 
gap in Canada has been ris¬ 
ing at a faster rate,” said 
Anne Golden, the board’s 
chief executive. 

Overall, income inequali¬ 
ty rose in 10 of the coun¬ 
tries sampled, rising fastest 
in Sweden, Finland and 
Denmark.

U.S. poverty rate 
soars to 1 in 6 

O 50-million Americans go without 
health coverage, report reveals 


The ranks of America’s 
poor swelled to almost 
one in six people last year, 
reaching a new high as 
long-term unemployment 
left millions of Americans 
struggling and out of 
work. The number of 
uninsured edged up to 
49.9 million, the biggest 
in more than two decades. 

The Census Bureau’s 
annual report released 
yesterday offers a 
snapshot of the economic 
well-being of U.S. 
households for 2010, 
when joblessness hovered 
above nine per cent for a 
second year. It comes at a 
politically sensitive time 
for President Barack Oba¬ 
ma, who has 
acknowledged in the 
midst of a re-election fight 
that the unemployment 
rate could persist at high 
levels through next year. 

The overall poverty rate 
climbed to 15.1 per cent, 
or 46.2 million, up from 
14.3 per cent in 2009. The 
official poverty level is an 
annual income of $22,314 
US for a family of four. 

Reflecting the lingering 
impact of the recession, 
the U.S. poverty rate from 
2007-2010 has now risen 
faster than any three-year 
period since the early 
1980s, when a crippling 
energy crisis amid govern¬ 
ment cutbacks 


contributed to inflation, 
spiralling interest rates 
and unemployment. 

Measured by total num¬ 
bers, the 46 million now 
living in poverty is the 
largest on record dating 
back to when the census 
began tracking poverty in 
1959. Based on percent¬ 
ages, it tied the poverty 
level in 1993 and was the 
highest since 1983. 

The median household 
income was $49,445, 
down 2.3 per cent from 
2009. 

The latest numbers, 
which cover Obama’s sec¬ 
ond year in office, offer 
political fodder for both 
parties as Obama seeks to 
push a new $447-billion 
US plan for creating jobs 
and stimulating the econ¬ 
omy.

Fraud 
convictions 
upheld in 
Livent case 



Disgraced impresarios 
Garth Drabinsky and My¬ 
ron Gottlieb, whose com¬ 
pany Livent Inc. was once 
the toast of the Canadian 
theatre scene, remain 
guilty of fraud but will 
serve shorter prison 
terms, Ontario’s highest 
court has ruled. 

The Ontario Court of 
Appeal upheld the fraud 
convictions handed down 
by a lower court in 2009, 
but trimmed their jail 
time by two years each — 
Drabinsky must now serve 
five years behind bars, and 
Gottlieb four years. 

The two were convicted 
after Ontario Judge Maiy 
Lou Benotto found that 
during a nine-year span 
they manipulated the in¬ 
come reported by Livent, 
once the driving force be¬ 
hind Canadian and Broad¬ 
way theatre hits like The 
Phantom of the Opera and 
Showboat. 

At the time of their tri¬ 
al, Benotto imposed a sen¬ 
tence that took into 
account the magnitude of 
the company’s collapse — 
it was estimated at the 
time that investors lost 
some $500 million when 
the company went bank¬ 
rupt in 1998.

Quick quiz: Who is the most 
admired person on Earth, liv¬ 
ing or dead? If your list starts 
with Martin Luther King Jr., 
you get the kewpie doll. For 
example, in a recent survey of 
2,000 U.S. high school 
students, Dr. King was No. 1 above 
Benjamin Franklin and even Oprah, the 
only living admirable person who made 
the list. On survey after survey he’s right 
up there with Gandhi, Nelson Mandela 
and Winnie the Pooh (even though he is a 
bear of veiy little brain, OK?). 

If your list started with Jackie Kennedy Onassis, you’re 
eligible for therapy. She was probably the most famous 
woman of her generation, but hardly the most admired. 
True, as U.S. first lady, she put up with serial adulterer 
John Kennedy until he was assassinated. But when she 
married Aristotle Onassis, the creepy Greek shipping mag¬ 
nate, she became an object 
of cynical disdain, especially 
when, once widowed, she 
launched a two-year legal 
battle to extract $26 million 
out of Christina Onassis, 
Ari’s daughter and sole heir.

What’s killing us? For 
decades, global health 
leaders have focused on 
diseases that can spread 
— AIDS, tuberculosis, 
new flu bugs. They 
pushed for vaccines, bet¬ 
ter treatments and other 
ways to control germs 
that were only a plane 
ride away from seeding 
outbreaks anywhere in 
the world. 

Now they are turning 
to a new set of culprits 
causing what United Na¬ 
tions Secretaiy-General 
Ban Ki-moon calls “a pub¬ 
lic-health emergency in 
slow motion.” This time, 
germs aren’t the target: 
We are, along with our 
bad habits like smoking, 
overeating and getting 
too little exercise. 

Next week, the UN 
General Assembly will 
hold its first summit on 
chronic diseases — can¬ 
cer, diabetes, and heart 
and lung disease. Those 
account for nearly two- 
thirds of deaths 
worldwide, or about 36 
million. In the United 
States, they kill nearly 
nine out of 10 people. 

“The common belief 
that cancer is a problem 
of rich countries is a mis¬ 
conception,” said Dr. Ed¬ 
uardo Cazap, president of 
the Union For 
International Cancer 
Control.

The year 1971 was a water¬ 
shed time for new cinema. 
Films like A Clockwork Or¬ 
ange, Dirty Harry and 
Straw Dogs pushed the 
boundaries of what was ac¬ 
ceptable on the silver 
screen. None are passive 
films. 

Each brims with the ob¬ 
sessions of their makers, 
and for that each was the 
subject of controversy and 
censorship. 

Eventually they became 
accepted by the main¬ 


stream. A Clockwork Or¬ 
ange has become a cultur¬ 
al touchstone, with 
everyone from Lady Gaga 
to David Bowie to Kylie 
Minogue, who dressed in a 
black bowler hat and a 
white jumpsuit on tour in 
2002, paying tribute. 

It was even played at 
the Cannes Film Festival 
and released on Blu Ray to 
mark its 40th anniversary. 
Dirty Harry is on constant 
rotation on television and 
Rod Lurie’s remake of the 
Sam Peckinpah film Straw 
Dogs hits screens this 
weekend. 

The movie stars James

Marsden and Kate 
Bosworth as David and 
Amy Sumner, a big city 
couple who move back to 
her hometown on the Mis¬ 
sissippi Gulf Coast. 

Tensions with some of 
the locals (including True 
Blood’s Alexander Slcars- 


gard) bubble to the surface 
and soon boil over into vio¬ 
lence. 

“If you look at a movie 
like Straw Dogs, which 
was heavily influenced by 
a book called The Territori¬ 
al Imperative,” says Lurie, 
“Peckinpah seems to be 
saying that violence is in 
the genetics of all men and 
therefore we must be 
aware of it so we can con¬ 
trol it. It was extremely 
fascist thinking but that al¬ 
so seems to be the thing 
with Dirty Hariy. 

“A Clockwork Orange is 
a much more clinical look 
at that but I think artists 


were trying to provide the 
answers top what society 
was asking then. It was a 
very, veiy violent era. 

“This was an era in 
which people were search¬ 
ing for answers to the 
madness that was going on 
around them,” Lurie con¬ 
tinues, “and filmmakers 
were trying to provide 
some of the answers. You 
had everything from the 
assassinations of Kennedy 
and King to Vietnam to the 
Whitman murders to My 
Lai. I think all of society 
was trying to understand 
how human beings could 
do such things.”

Morgan Spurlock went to a 
convention in San Diego 
two years ago and found 
his people — geeks and 
fanboys, just like he is. 

The director of Super 
Size Me found Comic-Con 
such a mecca for fans of 
comic books, superheroes 
and other aspects of geek 
culture that he felt com¬ 
pelled to make a movie 
about the place. 

Comic-Con Episode IV: 
A Fan's Hope, playing at a 
number of film festivals, is 
a love song to the fans who 
journey eveiy year to mix 
with their kind — and 
those continually telling 
themselves that next year, 
they'll make it there them¬ 
selves. 

Spurlock, who grew up 
reading comics and idoliz¬ 
ing Marvel Comics master¬ 
mind Stan Lee, first went 


to the four-day convention 
in summer 2009 to recruit 
fans of The Simpsons for a 
20th anniversary special 
he was making about the 
animated TV series. 

“I’m there watching this 
going, ‘This is the greatest 
thing I’ve ever seen.

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French food, culture await in 

St. Pierre & Miquelon 


O The islands of St. Pierre 
and Miquelon offer a taste of 
France, just a short ferry ride 
off the coast of Newfoundland 


This tiny collection of is¬ 
lands, about 25 kilometres 
from Fortune, N.L., has a to¬ 
tal population of around 
7,000 people. It is all that 
remains of colonial New 
France. 

A former strategic land 
base for the once lucrative 
cod fishery, the French gov¬ 
ernment now pays about 
$65 million a year in subsi¬ 
dies to sustain the islands 
— its only toehold in North 
America. St. Pierre and 
Miquelon were returned to 
France in 1815 after several 
stints of British occupation. 

Today, residents speak 
French, deal in Euros and 
rely heavily on government 
jobs, fishing and tourism. 

The smallest of the is¬ 
lands, St. Pierre, is also the 
most populated, with 
colourful clapboard homes 
on tidy, winding streets 
that are home to about 
6,000 people. Restaurants 
and bakeries bustle with 
foreigners in summer. 

Histoiy buffs won’t want 
to miss the LArche muse¬ 
um in the centre of town, 
where a guillotine similar 
to one used in 1889 is 
housed. The eerie killing 
machine is on display next 
to the museum’s main 
staircase. The only soul to 
die by guillotine in North 
America was a fisherman

In Miquelon, with a per¬ 
manent population of 
about 700 people, the 
church L’Eglise de 
Miquelon tells local histoiy 
in its stained glass win¬ 
dows. “It’s worth a visit be¬ 
cause it’s so beautiful,” 
Madeline Fitzsimmons of

Tourists 
may be 
flocking to 
Drumheller 
to witness 
the wealth 
of ancient 
dinosaur bones, but anoth¬ 
er rural Alberta archaeolog¬ 
ical site is raising eyebrows 
these days. 

I was just a tad appre¬ 
hensive on my way out to 
the middle of nowhere 
somewhere near Wain- 
right, Alta., I think, to visit 
the even smaller and even 
more out-of-the-way tiny 


hamlet of Bodo. The official 
population base is listed at 
“about 27 people.” This 
place makes Moose Jaw 
seem like a metropolis. 

Not long after arriving in 
the flat, almost desert-like 
terrain, I was struck by the 
history, and the unique 
hands-on experience of un¬ 
covering that history. 

More and more tourists 
are flocking here to get 
there hands dirty at an an¬ 
cient Native burial ground. 

Just a five-minute drive 
from the town, if you want 
to call it that, is the beauti¬ 
ful and unique Bodo Sand¬ 
hills. The mosquitos were 
pretty unbearable, but I for¬ 
got about my 900 or so bites 
when we actually had a 
chance to dig at a large an¬ 
cient buffalo kill site. 

This is the exact area 
where First Nations people 


trapped and killed their 
food, hundreds of years 
ago, and all around is the 
evidence. Just a few inches 
under the ground are thou¬ 
sands and thousands of 
well-preserved Bison bones. 

What makes Bodo so 
great is that it allows the 
stunned layman to at least 
pretend he’s a great explor¬ 
er and famous archaeolo¬ 
gist.

When I first heard about 
co-operative education 
programs offered at uni¬ 
versities, I immediately 
figured that the work- 
study cycle would be an 
excellent way to gain ex¬ 
posure to the professional 
world. 

All throughout my first 
year I was looking for¬ 
ward to working at a job 
related to what I was 
studying. As my first work 
term approached, I quick¬ 
ly realized how difficult it 
would be, especially since 
my faculty is the smallest 
on campus and I am com¬ 
peting with students in 
their upper years. 

When I started search¬ 
ing for my first co-op posi¬ 
tion, there were lots of 


job postings available but 
out of the many positions 
I applied to, I only man¬ 
aged to obtain one inter¬ 
view out of that first 
cycle. 


My search did not get 
any easier in the second 
job posting round, as the 
job postings became 
scarce and my chances at 
securing employment 


slim. 

After countless cover 
letters and resume modi¬ 
fications I received anoth¬ 
er two interviews, both 
which did not lead to a 
work placement. My 
struggles continued well 
into exam period last De¬ 
cember and eventually 
the term ended. 

As I was packing my be¬ 
longings for the winter 
holidays I realized I had 
nowhere to work for my 
first co-op term. 

Near the end of January 
I was able to secure em¬ 
ployment through the 
university job search por¬ 
tal for a position I applied 
for several weeks back. 

My first co-op job 


search in university 
taught me that previous 
experience (especially rel¬ 
evant experience) really 
counts and sometimes 
volunteer work doesn’t 
cut it. 

Employers should real¬ 
ize that students who are 
trying to secure their first 
work term placements 
are part of the pool that 
they will be selecting can¬ 
didates from for the next 
couple of years as well. 
Don’t rule students out 
when you see a lack of 
work experience on their 
resumes. 

Students may not al¬ 
ways have relevant work 
experience, but they may

The Dodge Charger SRT8’s potency has been sig¬ 
nificantly enhanced for 2012. 

The previous 2010 SRT8 (a 2011 version was 
never offered) generated 425 horsepower and 420 
pound-feet of torque from a 6.1-litre “Hemi” V-8. 

What’s now being served up is a 6.4-litre Hemi 
that produces 470 horsepower and 470 pound- 
feet of torque. 

What’s more, a significant amount of that 
torque kicks in below the 3,000-r.p.m. range to 
help enhance the car’s off-the-line scoot. 


Hustle and (gas) flow 

The SRT’s development team will brag that the 
chunky 1,985-lcilogram Charger can hustle to 
60 m.p.h. (96 km/h) from a dead stop in “the 
high four-second range” and is capable of a 280 
km/h top speed. 

To try to keep the SRT8’s premium-gas habit 
within an acceptable range, the engine uses 
Chrysler’s latest deactivation technology that 
cuts out half the cylinders over a wider r.p.m. 
range for an estimated 25 per cent increase in 
highway fuel economy (8.0 1/100 1cm, est.). 


Brembo brakes 

Perhaps the most obvious SRT8 feature is 
its veiy distinctive 20-inch (and nine- 
inch-wide) polished aluminum wheels 
that really set this beast apart from 
mainstream Chargers. 

To haul the big, bad Dodge down in a 
hurry, there are front and rear Brembo- 
brand four-piston brake calipers and a 
special underbody ducting that help 
keep the brakes cooler and more fade-re¬ 
sistant.
